Balkan Peace Zone

MOSCOW—Premier Khrushchev wants to create a 
“zone of peace” in the Balkans and Mediterranean free 
of nuclear weapons and rocket bases. 


Khrushchev’s proposal was de- 
fined in an address at Korcha, 
Albania. He first advanced it in 


general terms three days ago 
speaking at Tirana. 
Khrushchev coupled his pro 


posal for a peace zone with a de- 
mand for full liquidation of the 
cold war and end of the era of 
international tensions. He reveal- 
ed that he would curtail his Al- 
banian trip by a few days in 
order to visit Budapest. 


Khrushchev’s proposal for a 
Balkan-Mediterranean peace zone 
was given major attention by 
Pravda. 


The theme of Khrushchev’'s sug- 
gestion was that instead of estab- 
lishing rocket bases in Italy and 
Greece — which he said would 


inevitably lead to establishment 
of counterbases in such localities 
as Albania — that agreement be 
reached to free the whole Balkan 
peninsula as well as the Mediter- 
ranean basin from both atomic 
weapons or rocket bases.

For their part, the Western 
powers intend to insist that the 
two Germanys be given no more 
than “adviser” or “observer” 
status. 


At French insistence, a meet- 
ing place in North America has 
been ruled out, France favors 
Geneva for its proven facilities 
and possibly because President 
Charles de Gaulle hopes President 
Eisenhower will stop off in Paris 
on the way.

The best guess is that the meet- 
ing will be held either in late July 
or mid-September, with the later 
likelier. August seems ruled out 
because Soviet Premier Nikita 
Khrushchev has slated a tour of 
Scandinavia for three weeks of 
that month. And late July seems 
doubtful because Vice President 
Richard M. Nixon — who could 
take over in Eisenhower's ab- 
sence from Washington—will be in 
Moscow then. 


The West wants a short, pre- 
cise work program. It would be 
confined to the problems of Ber- 
lin, Germany, European security, 
disarmament including the end of 
nuclear weapon tests, aid for un- 
derdeveloped countries, and ‘‘oth- 
er topics.”’

WASHINGTON — The govern- 
ment will explore for the first 
time this fall an agricultural de- 
velopment that farmers have been 
eyeing as a means of gaining 
greater bargaining power. 


As a part of the 17th country- 
wide census of agriculture, the 
Bureau of Census will make a 


will shed light on vertical inte- 
gration. 


Vertical integration is common 
in industry. It means control of 
production, processing and mar- 
keting. The most widespread ex- 
ample today is in the broiler in- 
dustry although, in various forms, 
it is used in eggs, fruit, vege- 
tables, sugar beets and other spe- 
cialty crops. One form is contract 
farming, by which farmers pro- 
duce to specifications set down 
by dealers or food processor's. 


HOGS, CATTLE INVOLVED 


‘It has been extended in a small 
measure to hogs and cattle as 
farmers seek to get a collective 
bargaining power to stabilize their 
incomes and avoid boom and bust 
cycles. 


By being able to control the dis- 
position of their products through 
vertical integration, farmers 
would be in a better position to 
bargain for better prices and thus 
stabilize their income. Now they 
are at the mercy of the market. 


The survey of vertical integra- 
tion operations will be just one 
facet of the census which of- 
ficials expect will record a “‘five- 
year period of the greatest change 
in American agriculture.’’ 


TO SEEK CONTRACT DATA 


The Census Bureau will ask 
farmers in a sample survey about 
the terms of contracts they may 
have with wholesalers, feed deal- 
ers, processors or others on all 
kinds of crops and livestock. The 
questions will include whether a 
contract is exclusive, whether a 
feed dealer supplies all feed and 
other necessary materials, and 
profit margins under such ar- 
rangements. 


Another new feature of the agri- 
culture census this year will be 
the collection of figures on non- 
real estate debts of farmers. This 
will cover for the first time money 
that farmers borrow to finance 
machinery, seed, fertilizers and 
other farm equipment. 


The census taking will start in 
October and continue through No- 
vember and early December.

To Public Morality? 


What in the world has happened in 
Georgia to public and official morality? 
What has led to a situation in which 
many officials at all levels of government 
consider election or appointment to office 
as a license to abuse official trust and in 
many instances to steal? 


The parade of wrongdoing now being 
unveiled is a severe indictment of us all. 
Five of the top page-one stories in The 
Constitution on Friday morning con- 
cerned instances of convictions of public 
officials and charges against others. They 
were not confined to state government, 
either. 

“Audit Raps Officials in Jackson,” 
“Jury Convicts Ordinary of Embezzling,” 
“Sentencing of Tax Aide Is Deferred,” 
etc., read these headlines. The nauseating 
mess seems endless. 

Such a state of affairs could not have 
grown up overnight. Have our citizens, 
then, been willing to accept misdeeds of 
officials as an inevitability of politics? 
Have our own standards become so low 
that we do not know right from wrong? 
Can politicians using false slogans pull 
the wool over the eyes of all the people? 
What has been wrong with the courts? 

Comptroller General Zack Cravey, in- 
dicted Thursday by the Fulton County 
Grand Jury on charges of using state em- 
ployes in his political campaign, says sim- 
ilar charges could be brought “against 
practically every elected officeholder in 
Georgia.” Can this possibly be true? 

Mr. Cravey added further that “If 
such a situation is permitted to continue, 
the state will be deprived of services of 
many strong and worthy would-be pub- 
lic servants who will not offer for office. 
That would be tragic.” 

What would be tragic about it? Do the 
people want officials who set their own 
rules and ignore the law? If they do, we 
are getting better than we deserve. 

Mr. Cravey also indulges an old trick 
of which the people must be very weary 
by now. He blames the newspapers and 
brings up that old smokescreen of “states 
rights.” There must be many Georgians 
sincerely devoted to states rights who 
cannot stomach the things the screen is 
supposed to hide. 

There is one encouraging thing about 
all this. Renewed vigor of the courts in 
prosecuting official wrongdoing must be 
a reflection of public disgust. If that 
be true, we hope the revolt reaches every 
nick and cranny of the state. 

There are many able, honest and de- 
voted public officials and employes in 
Georgia. Let’s keep them and drive the 
other kind out of office. Only then can 
our consciences be cleared of these shock- 
ing daily headlines.

The most promising feature from a 
long-range standpoint in the farm bill 
approved by the Senate Appropriations 
Committee is the emphasis upon re- 
search.

Is Highly Encouraging 


Another argument against a tax-rais- 
ing session of the General Assembly was 
provided yesterday by Revenue Commis- 
sioner Dixon Oxford, who announced that 
tax collections for the first five months 
of this year are $16,509,276 ahead of a 
similar period a year ago, | 

Collections for May followed the 
trend of the first four months with re- 
ceipts totaling 13 per cent more than the 
same month last year. 

Commissioner Oxford’s streamlined 
department is to be congratulated. Fur- 
ther improvements in collection methods 
plus continued good business conditions 
in the state could add as much as 30 mil- 
lion dollars to state coffers this year. Sav- 
ings brought about through improved 
purchasing methods and tightening up of 
operations in general could account for 
additional millions. Adoption of withhold- 
ing of income taxes should yield another 
whopping amount. 

It is true enough that millions of dol- 
lars of additional funds have been com- 
mitted to educational programs and to 
growth in other departments. Federal-aid 
projects, especially on roads, call for 
othtr millions. But the revenue collec- 
tion improvements and general im- 
provements in operations should tide us 
over. 

Meanwhile, Georgia state tax income, 
says the Atlanta Field Office of the U.S. 
Department of Commerce, has risen 165 
per cent since 1948. State collections last 
year of $317,000,000, plus $112,000,000 in 
federal-aid programs, made state gov- 
ernment close to a half-Billion-dollar-a- 
year business. 

Georgians understandably are in no 
mood for tax increases.

These Little Rock elections, 
which uniformly rejected three 
extremist members of the school 
board and uniformly approved the

The oth- 
er three members submitted a re- 
call petition and the extremists 
did the same.

It wasn’t. The election did not 
go that far. But it did lead in that 
direction. What has happened — 
and it is significantly similar to 
what has been happening in Vir- 
ginia — is: 

That the majority of Little Rock 
voters is showing increasing im- 
patience with the policies of Fau- 
bus who prefers to see violation 
of the law to compliance and who 
prefers no public education to 
even token integration. 

That the majority of Little Rock 
voters has shown it-wants a school 
board ready and willing to get the 
closed high schools open as soon 
as circumstances outside its con- 
trol permit. 

How does this voter uprising 
affect Faubus, whose words say 
he supports local option on school 
policy and whose actions s2y he 
wants to make the decisions by 
himself? 

It effects Faubus particularly 
because it is his third setback in 
six months. Last December the 
three moderates on the school 
board who were re-indorsed this 
week were first elected over the 
governor’s opposition, Next the

Apply it to your mower while you 
can still count 10 on your fingers 
or your toes.

Post-Herald, said his mower is a 
reel-type, “with a Pratt & Whit- 
ney engine,”’ he thought. He de- 
cided the motive power was 
Briggs-Stratton when seatmates 
reminded him the P&W is an 
aircraft powerplant. 


The immediate issue was the 
firing of the 44 teachers and the 
outcome would have turned and 
would have to have been meas- 
ured on this issue if Gov.

But he saw 
the election going against his 
wishes. He appealed for the re- 
election of the three who fired 
the teachers. It was he who said 
that the issue at stake was not 
these teachers but the retention of 
a school board implacably op- 
posed to any degree of any inte- 
gration under any circumstances. 

The voters refused to follow 
Faubus’ counsel. They fired the 
school board members who ha 
fired the teachers. They retai 
the school board moderates who 
intend to retain the teachers. 

There can be no immediate 
opening of the closed Little Rock 
schools. The reason is that Fau- 
bus has himself closed them un- 
der a state law, the constitutional- 
ity of which is now before the fed- 
eral courts. 

If the court declares the law 
unconstitutional, Little Rock has 
acted to create a school board 
which prefers to obey, rather 
than disobey, the law and which 
prefers limited integration to un- 
limited ignorance for children who 
have no public schools to attend.
